Broadcaster,  Lawyer  Hits  McCarthy 
For  Smear;  $900,000,  Four  Years 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - A pro- 
minent broadcaster  and  Demo- 
cratic lawj-er  said  Sunday  he 
spent  $900,000  and  the  better  part 
of  four  years  to  clear  his  name 
in  a Communist-hunting  “smear” 
conducted  by  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  (F  F C) 
during  the  hey-day  of  the  late 
Sen.  Joseph  McCarthy,  R-Wis. 


Lamb  said  that  President  Ei- 
senhower once  remarked  that  he 
disliked  what  the  government 
was  doing  with  professional  wit- 
nesses in  the  Lamb  case.  Lamb 
said  there  was  no  “effective  inter- 
vention” in  the  case. 

“BUT  TO  BLAME  it  all  on  Joe 
McCarthy  is  like  blaming  the 


temperature  on  the  thermome- 
ter,” Lamb  wrote.  “No  one  man 
could  have  ripped  apart  the  fabric 
of  our  democratic  processes,  and 
so  stained  our  national  honor, 
without  the  acquiescence  of  those 
who  sat  in  positions  of  power 
and  trust.”  Lamb  did  not  directly 
accuse  any  high  official. 


IX  A PAMPHLET  entitled 
“Trial  By  Battle,”  Edward  Lamb 
said  that  “professional  witnesses 
employed  by  the  government  lied 
and  then  recanted  their  testimony 
in  an  FCC  hearing  regarding  new 
and  extended  lid  censes  for  his 
broadcasting  properties.” 

Lamb  said  cases  such  as  hfs 
could  not  have  taken  place  with- 
out “the  acquiescence  of  those 
who  sat  in  positions  of  power  and 
trust.” 

OX  DEC.  1,  1955,  FCC  trial 
examiner  Herbert  Sharfman  re- 
leased his  finding  on  the  hear- 
ing. “Every  one  of  the  issues 
submitted  to  the  examiner  for 
finding  of.  fact  was  decided  in 
our  favor,”  Lamb  said.

Touched  Off 
Biggest  Story 

“Three  short  cracks  of  a snip- 
er’s rifle  touched  off  the  most 
widely-covered  news  story  of  the 
century,”  declared  Charles  Dame- 
ron,  assistant  managing  editor  of 
the  Dallas  Times-Herald  at  the 
fifth  Communication  Symposium 
Friday. 

THE  DALLAS  journalist,  who 
was  awarded  a first  prize  by  the 
Texas  Associated  Press  for  the 
page  one  design  the  morning 
after  the  assassination  of  Pres- 
ident Kennedy,  remarked  th^t 
what  happened  at  that  Dallas 
underpass  was  the  greatest  single 
event  of  the  century,  eclipsing 
even  such  stories  as  Pearl  Harbor. 

Mr.  Dameron  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  the  printed  word 
pointing  out  that  when  “the  dust 
had  settled”  and  the  television 
programs  were  over  people  want- 
ed something  they  could  read 
later — something  they  could  put 
in  a scrapbook. 

The  newspaper  man  humorous- 
ly commented,  “You  can’t  put  a 
television  program  in  a scrap- 
book.”

Helps  Fill  Gap  I 
For  Graduate 

A BYU  graduate  and  native  ot  ; 
Provo,  Dee  Jacobs  is  now  “on.  , 
loan”  from  the  State  Dept,  to  the  „ 
Peace  Corps.  Serving  as  an  Evalu- 
ation  Officer,  he  has  visited  '• 
scores  of  Peace  Corps  projects  in. 
the  seven  Latin  American  coun- 
tries which  constitute  his  area  of 
assignment.  < 

JACOBS  FINDS  real  enjoy-  , 
ment  and  satisfaction  in  his  new  ^ 
assignment.  “I  believed  in  the  3 
Peace  Corps  idea,”  he  said.  “I 
felt  there  was  'a  gap  to  be  filled  / 
in  our  technical  assistance  pro- 
grams that  neither  State  nor  AID 
could  fill.” 

After  working  with  the  Vo-> 
lunteers,  Jacobs  feel  that  they  are.  . 
helping  to  fill  this  gap.  “They  ' 
often  deal  in  such  intangibles  as 
hope  and  courage  and  determina- 
tion.”  he  said. 

“When  they  rekindle  the  spirit 
of  impoverished  people,  together 
they  reach  some  very  tangible  ■ 
objectives.”  ; 

In  a sense,  Jacob’s  reports  are  i 
studies  of  changing  attitudes  of 
Latin  Americans,  not  only  toward 
Americans,  but  toward  them- 
selves.- 

“THE  PEACE  CORPS  is  peo-. 
pie,”  explained  Jacobs.  “Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Volunteers  peo-  ’ 
pie  are  discovering  they  can  do  . 
things  for  themselves.  They  can 
build  roads;  they  can  grow  gar- 
dens; they  can  construct  schools.” 

For  each  of  the  Peace  Corps 
projects  he  has  visited,  he  can 
relate  stories  of  people  gaining  a 
new  awareness  of  their  abilities 
and  potential.  As  an  example,  he. 
told  of  two  blind  volunteers  who 
were  sent  to  Santo  Domingo  to 
work  in  an  institute  of  the  blind. 

They  were  to  teach  the  children . 
there  to  prepare  themselves  to 
lead  a life  outside  the  institutes 
walls,  something  considered  im- 
possible before  their  arrival. 

“IT  IS  INSPIRING,”  said  Ja- 
cobs, “to  see  one  of  the  volunteers 
now  walking  down  a main  street  ■ 
in  Santo  Domingo  carefully  cane- 
tapping his  way,  with  six  young- 
sters, all  blind,  behind  him,  im- 
itating his  cane-directed  steps. 

These  youngsters  are  now  able 
to  leave  the  institute,  on  their 
own,  for  the  first  time.” 

Jacobs  joined  the  Department' 
of  State  in  1960  after  serving; 
overseas  in  the  United  States  Air . 
Force  as  a First  Lieutenant.  He 
received  Spanish  language  train-  ^ 
ing  at  the  Department’s  Foreign 
Service  Institute  and  served  in 
Tegucigalpa,  Honduras,  before ; 
being  detached  to  the  Peace ! 
Corps  a year  ago.
